, GERMAN PLANS IN SYRIA. 


Permanent Roads and Military 
Camps Described by a Traveler. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMBs. 

LONDON, Sept. 8—The London Times 
today publishes an article by a neutral 
who recéntly traveled in Syria, and who 
knows the country very well. The 
writér describes the great preparations 
which the Germans are making in 
Syria. ‘ These preparations,’’ says The 
Times, ‘‘ have such features of perma- 
nency that it would appear that the 
Germans have made up thei? minds .to 
keep their hold upon the Ottoman Em- 
pire.” ‘The writer of the article says: 

“The railroad over the Amanus 
Mountains from Islahie, where the 
break in the Bagdad railway occurs, is 
new and has all been built within six 
months or a year. It is not fully 
metaled; There are no guarding walls 
nor finished culverts, and it apparently 
is only a temporary railroad to be used 
until a tunnel is completed at that point. 
It is twenty-six miles in length. 

“The railroad crosses the Amanus 
Mountains and climbs in long spirals, 
and after five hours enters the German 
headquarters at Mamoura alongside the 
railway station. The break in the Bax- 
dad railway over the Taurus Mountains 
is forty-five miles long and at present 
is covered by motor service. From 
15,000 to 20,000 Turkish peasants -are at 
present employed in completely rebuild- 
ing this road. It ends in a beautiful 
Alpine-like valley at a place called Bo- 
zanti, on the main Hine, whétice start 
the trains for Saidar Pasha. 

“Along this section of the Bagdad 
Railway the greatest signs- of ‘warlike 
preparations:appear. The tunnel at Bo- 
zanti. is at least thrge miles long, and, 


according to the most recent'news from 
the Swiss engineers in charge,, it will 
require at jeast two years more to com- 

lete. On top of the Taurus mountains,

and strategical point of view, f¥ a ‘arge 
German camp. There certainly are 
more than 6,000 soldiers already stu- 
tioned there, perhaps as many as 10,000. 
It is laid out in streets, has fences 
buildings, tents, and hospitals and all 
the paraphernalia of a permanent camp. 
It has a Post Office, wireless, and ordi- 
nary telegraphy, and a complete Sys- 
tem of jacal telephones. 

“Crossing the Ciliclan gates’ n a 
motor truck an observer saw and ac- 
tually counted 147 German lorries, mort 
of them of exty horse power, and all of 
them loaded with stores. On éach was a 
German driver and in some cases two 


other men.

The concentration by 
the Germans of large forces for the de- 
fense of Halicz has been inted. out. 
These troops are, as far as known, still 
in that region.

Now the 
Gnita Lipa is paralleled for some miles 
from the Dniester by the railroad to 
Chodorof. It appears, therefore, that 
it was part of e Russian eg to cut 
in behind these forces, defending: Halicz, 
cut the railroad over which their re- 
treat would haye to be made;and take 
them prisoners. They are thus appar- 
ently in a serious situation. 

If the Russians can reach the railroad 
and cut it, and they are only a mile or 
two from it,. there does not seem to be 
any escape for a large number of Teu- 
tonic solders. 

Another point in connection with this 
offensive in Galicia must be borne in 
mind. As the ssians advance along 
the Dniester line the Austrian right wing 
is constantly being pressed back against 
pthe Carpathian Mountains and the en- 
tire Austrian line strung out. and 
stretched. Instead ofthe line becom- 
ing shorter it is just as it is in’ the 
west. Every retirement makes the 
new line more ‘difficult to hold, as it 
makes it longer by the degree. of the 
advance and leaves a smaller number of 
men to hold it. There must be a limit. 
What it is no one can say, but a power 
or group of powers whose resources in 
men are limited cannot continue indefi- 
nitely to play this sort of a game 
against a power whose reserves are al- 
most without end.

HOLD DVINA RIVER GAINS 


Germans Attack Repeatedly, but 
Fall to-Recapture Positions 
Lost on the West Rank. 


LONDON, Sept. 8.—The Russians in 
Galicia, operating in the région. of 
Halicz, which it ~was announced yester- 
day was under bombardment, have 
driven the Austro-Germans across the 
Gnita Lipa River to. the northwest of 
the city, and thus menace the garrison’s 
sole remaining railroad communication~ 
the line which runs northwestward to 
Lemberg. The official report made 
public today also conyeys the informa- 
tion that the Russian troops which 
crossed. the Dvina River north .of 
Dvinsk hold the positions they ~cap- 
tured despite repeated attacks... It fol- 
lows: 

After artillery/preperation, the Ger- 
mans developed repeated attacks 
against our detachments which yester- 
day occupied a portion of the enemy

LONDON, Sept. 8.—The British steam- 
ers Strathtay and Heathdene and the 
Ellerman liner Tagus have been sunk. 
The crew of .the Strathtay was saved. 
Lloyd’s also announces the sinking of 
the Norwegian steamer Hiso.

Aug. 22 for Havre. She was 370 feet 
long, of 4,428 tons aa green, and was owned 
in Glasgow. year she was en- 
gaged ‘in transportation of relief sup- 
plies for the Belgians. While at her 
dock in New York in July of 1915 an at- 
tempt was made to destroy her, fire 
bombs being found concea ed in her 
holds.

ITALIANS BEAT OFF ATTACK. 


Severe Fight in the Sugana Melty 
Ends in Austrian Repulse. 


ROME, Sept. 8, (via London.)+Aus- 
tro-Hungarian troops made a violent 
attack Wednesday night ‘against the 
Italian lines on Civaron, in the Su- 
gana Valley, but after brisk fighting 
the Austrians were forced to ‘retire, 
abandoning their arms and ammunition 
and leaving some dead on the ground. 
The Italian official statement, issued 
today, says: 

“In the Adige Valley weak attacks 
on Monte Gigovo and northeast“of Ser- 
revalle were repulsed. 

“A more violent attack was attempted 
by. the enemy on the evening of the 6th 
against our lines on Civaron, in the Su- 
gana Valley.

Plan to Make Railroad Legis- 
lation the Feature of Next 
Winter's Work. 


CLOSING SCENES ARE QUIET 


House Leaders Forget Party Lines 
—Fitzgerald Praises Mann, 
the Repdblican Leader.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Congress 
adjourned finally this morning, con- 
cluding a Session lasting rine months 
and two days, and will not reassemble 
until December 4 unless some great 
emergency causes the President to call 
a@ special séssion. In the Senate and 
the House the concluding sessions were 
brief and were devoted to bits of legis- 
lation and réutine busine’s that had 
been left from yestérday’s protracted 
sittings. President Wilson went to the 
Capitol to sign eleventh-hour meas- 
ures and left Washington at 1 o'clock, 
not to return until after the Presidential 
election in November. Most Senators 
and Representatives also left town for 
their homes. 

While the closing saw the Administra- 
tion legislative program mainly cum- 
pleted some things wait to be consid- 
ered at the Winter session, notably the 
remainder of the President's program 
of railroad legislation which was par- 
tially enacted to prevent the thréatened 
strike. In a formal statement issued 
after thé adjournment the President 


said: 

A very remarkable session of Cong- 
rese has just closed, full, as all re- 
cent sessions of the Congtress have 
been, of helpfui and humane legisia- 
tion which constitutes equates tions 
of capital importance to t nee, 
the économic progress, and the whole- 
some life of the country. 

It is to be regretted that the session 
could not have continued long enough 
to complete the progfam recently pro- 

with regard to the accommoda- 
tion of labor disputes. between the 
railways and the employes, but it was 
not feasiblé in thé circumstances to 
continue the session ahy longer, and 
therefore only the most immediately 
pressing parts of the program could 
be ‘completed. 

The rest, it is agreed, has merely 
been postponed until it ¢an be more 
maturely @Geliberated and perfected. 
I have every reason to believe that it 
is the purpose of the leaders of the 
two houses immediately upon the re- 
assembling of Congress to undertake 
this additional legislation. It is evi- 
dent that the country should be re- 
lieved of the anxiety which must have 
been —,. by recent evéntse with 
regard te the uture accommodation 
of such disputes.

FITZGERALD DEFENDS _ IT 


Says Defense Burden Falls on Deta- 
ocrats Because Republicans 
Falled to Provide for It.

Spectal to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON,. Sept. 8—As the 
House made ready to adjourn today 
and it was announced that the appro- 


‘priations of the firat session of the Six- 


ty-fourth Congréss reached the record 
total of $1,626,430,200.63, as against $1,- 
114,987,012.02 at the last séssion, 
analysis of the situation was made by 
Chairman John J. Fitagerald of the Ap- 
propriations Committee. 

“The appropriations for military and 
haval purposes and for additional sea- 
coast defenses,” said Mr. Fitagerald, 
“alone amount to $685,709,823.00. In 
addition to the. direct. appropriations 
contracts are authorized to be entered 
into obligating Congress to make ap- 
propriations hereafter in the sum of 
$2381,945,275. But these contract author- 
izations include §225,208,000 for naval 
and coast defense purposes,”’ 

Representative Giliéit, ranking Re- 
publican of the committee, said he would 
not criticise the national defense items, 
although he believed “ the same amount 
of money might be arranged to produce 
far better results.”” He asserted, how- 
ever, that the Democrats had not re- 
trenched in other Governmental depart- 
ments, and that extravagance fran 
through all the appropriation bills. 

Mr. Fitegerald.ergued that the na- 
tional defense burden fel] upon a Demo- 
cratic Congress because preceding Re- 
publicin: Congresses had failed to, pro- 
vide for it. He renewed his recom- 
mendation that all appropriating power 
be placed in one committee of the 
House. The present method of divided 
responsibility for appropriations, he 
said, retarded co-operation in keeping 
down national expenditures. 

‘Although charges have been indis- 
criminately made for partisan political 
purposes that the Democratic Adminis- 
tration {s wasteful and grossly extrava- 
gant,” said Mr. Fitzgerald, ‘a careful 
analysis of the appropriations made at 
this session completely refutes. such 
partisan contentions. 

“The specific appropriations 
during the session for all objects of ex- 
penditure for the Government amount 
to §$1,626,489,200.68. In addition to the 
direct appropriations contracts are au- 
thorized to be entered intd obligating 
Congress to make appropriations here- 
after in the sum of $281,045,275.20. These 
contract obligations include §2265,206,- 
825.20 for naval and coast defense pur- 
poses. The remainder, $0,678,960, is for 
ordinary objects of Government. 

“During the last year of a Republican 
Administration under Mr. Taft, the con- 
tract HMabilities authorised for ordinary 
purposes, exclusive of naval or other 
national defense objects, aggregated. the 
sum of $46,758,060, or an excess of §40,- 
079,700 over those of this session.

= Inheritance Tax Puzszies.

The_ selection. of the Baltimore 
Collectorship for the administration of 
the inheritance tax law is designed to 
bring the control of the busintéss of. col- 
lecting taxes of nonresident American 
millionaires as nearly as possible under 
the direct supervision of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue whose office 
is in the Baltimore district. 


End of Stamp Taxes. 


Much confusion apparently exists 
throughout the country in regard to the 
abolishment of stamp taxes as provided 
in the new law. Commissioner Osborn 
and Assistant Commissioner Gales ex- 
aniined the stamp section of the bill 


earefully. They said tonight that all 
adhesive stamp provisions in the act of 
Oct. 22, 1914, known as the Bmergency 
Revenue law. would cease to have force 
af midnight tonight. 

The only. emergency taxes retained by 
the new law are those of Sections 3 and 
4 of the law of 1914, and. those apply 
to tobacco in its various forms and to 
special taxes on theatres, moving-pict- 
ure shows, and various other organiza- 
tions.

NEW. LAW FREES STOCKS. 


Federal Stamp Tax Expires Today, 
Exchange Authorities Say. 


After exchanging telegrams with corre- 
spondents in Washington yesterday and 
going closely over. the text of the war 
revenue bill, as signed by the President 
yesterday, the Stock Exchange authori- 
ties late yesterday afternoon practically 
reached the conclusion that, beginning 
today, sellers of stocks will be relieved 
of the Federal stamp tax of $2 a hun- 
dred shares. 

The law takes effect today, which is 
the day after enactment, the Stock Ex- 
change authorities were told. They 
construed this to mean that sales of 
stock made today need not carry the 
Federal tax since the deliveries of these 
stocks will not be made until Monday. 
The same principle was followed when 
the law took effect, sellers paying on 
all deliveries made on the day of opera- 
tion. As it turned out, the Government 
was a loser on the precedent, for there 
was no open trading in stocks Dec. 1, 
1914. : 

The tax amounted to $2 a hundred 
@lmares on all shares of $100 par valuo 
or fraction thereof. The customer and 
brokers trading for their own uccowit 
paid it. On every rouad turn of stocks 
in 100 shares the tax combined with the 
State tax and the commission meant a 
cost of $20 to the customer. That over- 
head of speculation wili now be $27. 

The tax was a profitable one to the 
Government. The law, levying. it was 
patterned after the State law and on the 
assumption that the Government col- 
lected as much as did the State, it 
brought in $7,700,000 'in the period he- 
tween Dec, 1, 1914, ann June 30 last 
in this State alone. At least $1,000,000 
more must have been paid since the end 
of June.

Does this law affect only the 125 sys- 
tems for which negotiations were being 
conducted with the unions, or does it 
mean, as the brotherhoods assert, that 
the other seventy-five railroad systems 
of the country are included? Does the 
law apply to the engineers, firemen, 
conductors and trainmen of fréight 
trains, as contemplated in the negotia:

SIGNS NEW PENSION LAW. 


President Approves Payment to 


Aged Widows of Veterans.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—A law which 
became effective by the President's ‘ap- 
proval today grants a pension of. $20 
per month to-every widow of a civil war 
veteran _if she has reached the age of 
70 years, or at a lesser age if her hus- 
band died during the period of his war 
service. Widows of civil war veterans 
who have remarried and thereby lost 
their pensionable status.come under the 
provisions of the law if their second or 
subsequent husbands are dead or there 
has been a divorce. All widows of civil 
war veterans not yet 70 years of age 
will be entitled ‘to.the.-pension of $20 
per month upon reaching the age of 70 
years.

BANGOR, Maine, Sept. §.—As Charles 
E. Hughes made Mis way across the 
State today to the eastern districts, 
talking of what he termed the *eur- 
vender to force,” and attacking the 
Administration in Ditter terms for its 
method of averting: the threatened raii- 
road strike, the Republican leaders be- 
gan to show signs of worry over the 
situation which had been created. 

The State election is to be held oh 
Monday and the State leaders are in 
doubt &s to just what effect the new 
issue which Mr. Hughes has raised will 
have on the local fight. They feel that, 
as a national issue, where the people 
have weeks to think the matter over, 
the stand which Mr. Hughes has taken 
will help him. But they are not so 
suré about the effect it will have in the 
local fight. The Republicans feel that 
Mr. Hughes has made an excellent im- 
pressién upon the péople and, so fat as 
independence and vigor of’ utterance 
is concerned, has. met the pace set 
by Colonel Roosevelt, but there is 
grumbling among the labor unioh men 
which it is feared may do damage in a 
sitvation where there is no time t6 ex- 
plain and efilarge upén the doctrine 
preached by the presidential noniitice, 
Coupled with this is the fact that, while 
Mr. Hughes has expressed a desire for 
a Republican Senate and lowér house, 
he has failed to mention the names of 
the local candidates, particularly that 


term as United States Senator, * 
Fear Hale's Deteat. 


The Republicans now express confi- 
dence of winning the fight for Carl 
Milliken, the Gubernatorial nominee; 
and probably for Bert Fernald, candi- 
date for the short term in the Senate. 
They do not predict an overwhelming 
victory for these men, but they seem 
satisfied that they will be elected. On 
the other hand, there is a well founded 
and often éxpressed fear that Hale, who 
is opposed by Charles F. Johnson, the 
present Democratic Senator, may not 
win. The candidacy of Mr. Hale is not 
progressing as favorably as that of thé 
other men and he is the man above all 
others whom the Republican leaders, 
interested in the effect that the eléction 
in Maine will. have on the national 
ticket, are anxious to elect. 

Democratic leaders say this is due to 
the fact that Johnson has madé an ef- 
ficient Senator and that the people’? e- 
lieve he should be returned. The Re- 
publicans will not admit this, -and for 
publication assert that Hale wili\ go 
through without trouble, but they do 
wish, nevertheless, that Mr. Hughes 
would come out’ in definite terms for the 
ecancidate. The fact that Mr. Hughes 
has not done this, they feel is hurting 
the Hale catipaign. As a result of this 
situation the Democrats are putting 
forth every effort to re-elect Johnsdiu 
and if they succeed intend to put for- 
ward this victory as an indication that,

There is. much ‘hard sense in the ad- 
dress of Mrs, Carkre CHAPMAN CaTT 
as President of the National Woman 
Suffrage Association.. While she. is 
mistaken in the view of THE TrMEs 
in favoring suffrage by Federal 
Amendment, at least she is not under 


$8./ the delusion of the Republican. can-

In the disappointment after a de- 
feat a classification of suffragists and 
anti-suffragists as sheep and goats 
may be pardoned, ascribed to the bit- 
terness of the moment. As a means 
of “educating” constituencies it is 
unfortunate. “ The reactionaries” are 
presumably the conservatives. Are 
they to be propitiated or converted by 
epithet? In 1915 Massachusetts, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, in 
1916 Iowa, voted down woman suf- 
frage. Did the “ignorant and illiter- 
ate,” “ the forces of evil ’—a pet phrase 
of. some suffrage leaders for the anti- 
suffragists—triumph in those States? 
There is a sort of aristocratic arro- 





gance and intolerance in this atti- 
tude which can hardly tend to per- 
| suade the opposition or the doubtful. 
| Why not appeal to the voters reason- 
ably? 

OUR NEW ISLANDS. 

The ratification by the United States 
Senate of the treaty with Denmark for 
the purchase of the islands of St. 
Thomas, St. John, and St. Croix is 
not quite the final action in that im- 
portant international transaction, but 
it is reasonable to suppose that op- 
position to the sple in Denmark will 
soon be overcome. That opposition 
has been purely political, and the cer- 
tainty of receiving the huge sum of 
$25,000,000 for relinquishing sov- 
ereignty over three small islands, com- 
prising altogether less than 383,000 
square miles of territory, will probably 


who have seen fit to object to the sale. 
The price, we have contracted to pay 
is high fram any point of view. When 
it is considered in relation to the 
Louisiana Purchase in' 1803, compris- 
ing about 828,000 square miles, for 
which we paid $15,440,000; the ces- 
sion to the United States by Mexico 
in the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo in 
1848 of 529,189 square milés, includ- 
ing the present State of California, 
for the sum of $15,000,000, and our 
purchase from Russia of Alaska in 
1867 for $7,200,000, it seems out of all 
proportion. 

The Gadsden Purchase in 1853 com- 
prised lands in Arizona and New 
Mexico, about 45,000 square miles In 
ail, and the price was $10,000,009, 
while Mexico made other valuable con- 
cessions to the United States in ad- 
dition. The sum of $20,000,000 paid 
by our Government to Spain after the 
war of 1898 is not to be considered as 
/payment for the fands we then took 
over, the Philippines, Guam,’ and 
Porto Rico. But we bought Florida 
in 1819 for $5,000,000 and we paid the 
Republic of Panama outright for con- 
trol and occupation of the Canal Zone 
, | $10,000,000, contracting to pay in ad- 
aftion the sum of sca yearly, be- 
ginning in 1913. 

‘The purchase of sovereignty over’ 
the islands hitherto known as the 
‘Danish’ ‘West ‘Thdies, however, -is not 
fairly to be compared with any of the 
other transactions. . Our sole object in 
that purchase hasbeen national de- 
fense.

THE EMERGENCY REVENUE ACT. 

As Senator Lopce pointed out, four 
Northern States paid more than half 
of the direct taxes last year, leaving 
less than half to’ be paid by the re- 
maining forty-four States. The dis- 
proportion is all the greater because 
the States Which paid the most of the 
taxes are also foremost in other serv- 
ices to the country, showing that there 
is no lack of patriotism in the citizens 
who object to disproportionate finan- 
cia] burdens\for the sake of those who 
do not bear the other burdens.. The 
Southern States which paid little of the 
direct taxes also were backward in 
supplying militia for service on the 
Mexican border. In the future this 
discrimination will be even greater, 
for the income tax has been doubled. 
Congress even refused to lower. the 
limit of exemption, although the $3,000 
exemption is modified by this new 
clause: 

Plus $1,000 additional if the person 
making the return be the head of a 
family, or a married man with a wife 
living with him, or plus the sum of 
$1,000 additional if the person making 
the return be a married woman with a 
husband living with her. 

If the additional funds were to be 
obtained from the income tax it would 
have been juster to have lowered the 
limit of éxemption, or to have required 
the dodgers of the present limit to 
show their right to the exemption. The 
intention to discrfminate rather than to 
broaden the base of the tax’s applica- 
tion is shown by the increase of the 
surtax upon the super-rich to 18 per 
cent. Few will worry about the finan- 
cial woes of the rich. More will re- 
gret the exemption of the rhoderate 
fortunes through permitting evasion 
by those in the same class with those 
who pay. > 

The doubling of the normal income 
tax,is in addition to the tax now levied 
in some States, and soon to be levied 
in more States. There is the same du- 
plication of taxation in the Federal in- 
heritance tax. The Federal tax is only 
1 per cent. below $50,000, ranging up- 
ward to 10 per cent. above $5,000,000. 
If this heaping of tax on tax continues, 
the total will become burdensome. The 
progress already made is enough to 
warn both the States and the nation 
to co-operate in selecting the sources 
of taxation. The lack of purpose and 
principle in the preparation of the Dill 
appears from the unusual vacillation 
in what was done. The stamp taxes 
were overlooked at first, were inserted, 
and dropped. The munitions tax was 
altered again and again. The wine tax 
is in the form finally agreeable to 
California.’ ‘The dyestuffs title begins 
by declaring that the duties named 
shall be collected from the day after 
the passage of the act, and the last 
clause declares that the entire title 
shall be suspended until the war is de- 
clared ended by the President's procla- 
mation. It is an odd way of enacting a 
law to take effect at a date unknown 
to the lawmakers. 

The bill ends with the Tariff Com- 
mission and\anti-dumping or unfair 
competition titles. Altogether the Con- 
ference Committee made over two hun- 
dred changes, and left a bill filling over 
two solid newspaper pages. Perhaps it 
could not be made shorter and cover 
the subjects included. It certainly 
could have been made better, and more 
Democratic. Altogether the bill is 
more to be pardoned than praised, for 
the conditions of its preparation cer- 
tainly were difficult, and in some re- 
spects unprecedented.

AGAINST THE BUCKET SHOP: 

Public opinion, unjustly hostile to 
the New York Stock Exchange in 
many parts of the country, has been 

influenced, no doubt, by dislike of the 
fraudulent operations of what are 
called. bucket shops. These appear to 
be brokerage houses, but they are 
really places for gambling on thé cur- 
rent daily quotations of prices on the 
Exchange, as these are reported by 
telegraph. Sometimes one of the 
owners of such a place claims to be a 
member of the Exchange in New York. 
There is no actual buying or selling of 
stocks In obedience to a customer’s 
order, and as a rule he is robbed or 
swindled by trickery which has re- 
peatedly been exposed. The victim 
usually explains to his friends that he 
lost his money “on' the New. York 
Stock Exchange,” or “in Wall Street.” 
It can be seen that’the ragcally work 
of bucket shops throughout the coun- 
try in past years has led many 
persons, not well informed, to ask for 
legislation of 9 hostile or restrictive 
character, and to exert their influence, 
in support | of such legislation, upon 
their representatives in Congress and 
the State Legisiatures. 

Everybody should know that the 
New York 8tock Exchange for a long 
time has been striving diligently to) 
suppress bucket shops, and in, this 
work has procured fhe aid of ‘the.

It has, ofcourse, the 
co-operation of the / company, but 
sometimes it is difficult to: accomplish 
the Exchange’s, purpose. Scores gt 
the fraudulent byekerage houses may 
be supp!tte#? from one ticker that has 
been odtained by deception. 

Thé Exchange has encountered an 
obstacle in Massachusetts, ‘where a 
broker who failed to’ get its approval 
asked the Public Service Commission 
to compel the telegraph company to 
deliver the quotations. Such an order 
as he desired was issued, and it has 
been sustained by the Supreme Court 


of the State. /Attorneys representing. 


the Exchange ‘have been instructed by 
it to take the case to the United States 
Supreme Court, if possible, and the 
telegraph company stands with it In 
this action. It is not alleged in these 
proceedings that the complaining 
broker is connected with bucket ‘shops, 
but the Exchange seeks a decision that 
it has a right to control the quotations, 
which are its property. 

That right ought to be firmly es, 
tablished and legally recognized. And 
the New York Stock Exchange should 
have credit throughout the country for 
what it has done and what it is now 
doing to suppress the bucket shop. 
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HOW LA FOLLETTE WON. 

Governor PHILIPP, conservative and 
anti-La Follette, won a victory tn the 
Wisconsin primaries. La FoLLetTte, 
however, was renominated for the Sen- 
ate in the same primaries. The mixed 
result has mystified the East, but the 
explanation is simple enough.

Only 10 per 
cent. of the party vote is needed to 
nominate a candidate, and nine-tenths 
of the voters in any party can, if they 
choose, vote in the other party prima- 
ries without endangering the nomina- 
tion of their own candidates. 

That is not all. Senator Pavut O. 
HustTin@, a Democrat, was elected two 
years ago by La Follette votes. The 
Republican candidate against, HusTIne 
was a Philipp “reactionary.” So La 
FOLLETTE’s merry men turned in joy- 
ously to. beat him and voted for Hust- 
Ing. One good term deserves another, 
‘and the “ fair-minded Democrats ""—a 
La Follette name for those who are 
radical—know that their own candidate 
has no chance of election and are re- 
turning the favor La FoLLeTTR’s men 
conferred on them in electing Hustina. 
La FoLretTe has always been strong 
with the “ fair-minded Democrats,” and 
this year they saw him in great dan- 
ger. The 2,000 votes which constitute 
his majority, and thousands of votes 
besides, were given him by “ fair- 
minded Democrats ” and Socialist sym- 
pathizers. If only Republicans had 
voted, he would have been badly 
beaten. 

On the other hand, no Socialist sym- 
pathizers and no “ fair-minded Demo- 
crats” voted for PHILIPP, so that his 
majority is a. Republican one. The 
Wisconsin primaries, therefore, repre- 
sent a great loss of strength by La 
FoLLETTE 'so far as his Republican fol- 
lowing is concerned. There is no rea- 
son to doubt, however, that he will be 
elected. His great strength has waned, 
he is in a precarious position, for the 
future, and in his next Senatorial term 
he will have ta lean more than ever to 
radicalism and Socialism, for he can no 
longer win a primary by Republican 
votes alone. He has always leaned in 
that direction because of his. natural 
bent, now he will have to lean much 
further in order to save his political 
life. La FoLieTtTe in. the Sixty-fifth 
Congress will be a much more regret- 
table spectacle than he was even in the

alternative of .the taxicab.

A Mystery

All too evidently he has lost his 
pfecious wager, and, with no reputation’ 
as a philologist left, what has he to go 
on with? 

His sad fate illustrates anew the 
dangers of gambling—the perils of the 
betting habit.

Chamberlain was struck with the idea 
and prémised to air it in ptiblic. I do 
not know that the Kaiser mentioned the 
plan to Lord Salisbury—nor that Cham- 
berlain did, for that matter. But pres- 
sure continued to be put upon Chamber- 
lain, to make public profession of his 
interest in the project, He was to make 
‘an important. speech‘at Leicester in that 
very year; and one of the Kaiser's unof- 
ficial agents in London invited him to 
make the triple ‘understanding the sub- 
ject. of, that speech. “This Chamberlain 
did, 

One would have imagined that the 
Leicester speech would have been re- 
ceived with joy, and gladness in Ger- 
many, and that the press—certainly that 
part of it controlled in Berlin, where 
the scheme had had ‘its birth—would 
have backed up the idea with undis- 
gulsed zest. But such {s not the way of 
German political dealing. Not only was 
the reception of Chamberlain’s Leicester 
speech a cold one; fit was positively 
hostile—no doubt upon order. Great 
Britain was fumed against and much 
scoré was made out of Germany’s “ tra- 
ditional friendship *’ for Russia, which 
would néver--be abandoned for the 
worthless amity’ of England. 

The object of thi political trick was 
gained soon enough. At the moment 
Germany was-pushing her ‘Bagdad rail- 
way project and needed the benevolent 
neutrality of Russia.. She got it. Russia 
allowed herself to be bamboozled with 
honeyed words and sweet phrases, and 
relinquished whatever opposition’- she 
had _ tended to show to the railway 
project. 

The plan of a triple alliance—called 
very appropriately by Professor Mtin- 
sterberg ‘ Teutonic,” as it is to be 
dominated by Germany—is, therefore, 
nothing new; nor did it need a psycho- 
logic ‘‘ meditation" to “ point it, out.’* 
In view of what has already occurred 
with the schéme ‘ag an instrument, ‘it 
is perfectly permissible for. a simple 
student of history to demand what 
machination is being served by its re- 
presentation .at this moment,

Fate of the Webb Bill. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Some dispatches from Washingtén give the 
impression that the failure. of the . Senate 
to adopt as an amendment to the Revenue 
bill yesterday the Webd bill authorizing 
co-operation among exporters means that this 
important measure was killed. On ‘the con- 
trary, it merely goes over for consideration 
by \the Senate at the session beginning in 
December. The House’ passed the Dill by 
the overwhelming majority of 200 to 25.. A 
dispatch in one newspaper says that the 
“Webb bill makes lawful acts that are de- 
clared to be conspiracies tn restraint of trade 
by the Clayton act.”’. Nothing could be more 
misleading. The Clayton act ‘was carefully 
restricted to domestic trade in order that 
American exporters might have a free hand 
in competition with the rest of the. world. 
The Webb bill, indorsed by the Federnl 
Trade Commission, after an exhaustive in- 
quiry, ig designed simply to remove all doubt 
as to whether the Sherman anti-trust law 
applies to combinations formed in good faith 
solely for export trade. The existing doubt 
amounts to a prohibition of that co-operation 
which foreign rivals utilize against American 
exporters. Foreign Governments net only 
permit but encourage combinations in foreign 
trade. The result is that American producers 
of raw materiais and manufacturers are 
obliged to meet foreign combinations organ. 
ized to‘resist the American advance in for- 
eign markets, and are often obliged to seii 
to combinations of foreign buyers equipped 
to depress the price of American products. 
The first benefit of the Webb bill would be 
to permit small producers, manufacturers, 
and merchants, _by co-operating, to.attain the 
efficiency and y ry fully 


to enter foreign markets, The consequent 
greater diversification of American | export 
trade would directly benefit the labor in all 
industries which require steady foreign trade 
as a balancé ‘wheel against recurri pe- 
riods of domestic depression, No other legis- 
lation is so vital to enable the United States 
to meet keener competition after the war

There is no quar- 
rel with the courts when the Judges 
are free from bias, go into all the evi- 
dence, courageously decide the issues 
‘and decide them right; but when Judges 
are biased, are inefficient, lack Courage 
ot understanding, then the country de- 
mands “recall of judicial decisions ” 
or “recall of Judges ’*—until, awaken- 
ing to the real ,trouble, we. find the 
right men, put them in the right places,. 
and secure’a renewal of confidence in 
judicial machinery. . Even then judicial 
error multiplies. Read the latest vol- 
ume of Appellate Court Reports and 
you will see how judicial error creeps 
into the very best and unbiased judicial 
intellects. Do we, fore, prefer an- 
archy or lynch law? No; we take the 
judicial method as we take matrimony 
—for better or for worse. 

But there is another reason, much 
more fundamental and much more dif- 
ficult to correct.

Bulls in) cotton yesterday received 
quite ‘a shock when the Census Bu- 
rea. made public the amount of. new 
cotton.ginned prior. to Sept. 1.. The an- 
nounceimment was made at the opening 
of the market, ‘and the figures com- 
pletely nullified -the-favorable impres- 
sion created by firm cables from Liver- 
pool, The report.showed a record gin- 
ning of 860,082 bales, compared with 
468,986 last yeaf ‘and 789,000 for the pre- 
vious high level three years ago. 

The market opened at‘a‘decline of 1 
to «10. points, but prices soon . worked 
off to a loss of 25 to 27 points, Trading 
was very active, and; although the 
sold-out bulls gavé good s#upport, the 
demand ‘was not sufficient to absorb of- 
ferings except at a decline. 

As has been set forth in this column 
recently, the large ginning figures would 
indicate that the ‘crop is elther.¢éarly ér 
large. ‘The trade has taken the: posi- 
tion that the crop was late, with ma- 
turity delayed by continued rainé in the 
eastern belt, although it was admitted 
that opening of cotton might have been 


the western belt. 

The ginning figures. were so_ large, 
however, that bulls were inclined to 
hunt for explanations of their magni- 
tude, A typical message wag ‘received 
from Texas, saying: ‘“ Heavy. Texas 
ginnings on late crop shows premature 
opening and short crop. Country sold 
out. Think merchants short. Heavy 
rains, with .more. coming. Looks like 
bad weather. Liverpool. buying here, 
and think prices around bottom.” 

Under the stimulus of advices-of this 
character, the bulls took an. aggressive 
stand arounc the low levels, and rallied 
the market about 20 points. Certain in- 
terests which have been identified with 
the long side and had not openly aban- 
doned their position entered the market 
as buyers, and the close was steady, at 
a net loss of only 4 to 7 points. 

Another incentive for buying was fur- 
nished by belief that spinners would in- 
crease their purchases materially on any 
recession from present levels. In fact, 
spinners were reported to be good buy- 
ers yestérday, both here and in Liver- 
pool. 

According to the New York Cotton Ex- 
chahgé, the amount of cotton brought 
into sight for the week was ‘272,640 
bales, compared with 179,896 last year.

Davison Braves Death in 
Hydroaeroplane as Part of 
‘Mosquito ” Drill. 


MOTHER. BOAT PUT. BACK 


Flying Craft Buffeted. by the Heavy 
Gale Sailed Fifty Miles and 
Sighted . Hostile Ships, 


tn the midst of the violent storm yes- 
terday afternoon, while the wind lashed 
the waters of the ‘bay into high ‘“‘ Tol- 
léers,’’ a hydroaeroplane attached to the 
mosquito fleet demonstrated how valu- 
able these craft would be in protecting 
this city from the attack of an enémy’s 
ships. 

This flying boat, driven by Frederick 
Trubee Davison and his instructor, 
David McCullough, started out early in 
the afternoon under orders ‘to discover 
an enemy fleet, the two terpedo boat 
destroyers Flusser and Warrington. 
which were approaching New York. 

Notwithstanding the wéather condi- 
tions, which sent their mother ship, the 
little ‘power boat Dodger II., back to 
sheltered watér, the two men kept on, 
sighted the ‘‘enemy,” and \then de- 
ecended at Oak Island fifty miles from 
their base in Gravesend Bay. Here they 
telephoned back the location of the 
enemy ships in time to have the news 
transmitted to the pattleship fleet in the 
harbor, thus causing the destruction, 
theoretically, of the enemy. 

The play of coast defense by fast 
flying air boats has been worked out 
chiefly under the directiom of E. 8, 
Willard, and yesterday was the first 
time thht it has been tested. 

Early yesterday morning, 
pedo boat destroyers, Flusser and 
Warrington, slipped out of the harbor 
and ran about sixty miles down the 
coast.
